BAGHDAD (A P )-T h e head of 
the new government of Iraq in 
his first public statement on the 
Baghdad Pact gave strong mdiea 
tion Monday his regime is lean­ 
ing toward withdrawal from the 
Western-sponsored alliance. 
Brig. Gen. Abdul Karim Kas- 
sem, who led the revolt that de­ 
throned and killed King Faisal, 
said in an interview that his gov­ 
ernment is giving careful study to 
the pact which U.A.R. President 
Nasser and the Soviet Union so 
often have assailed. 
"The most important thing in 
this m atter is friendship between 
Iraq 
and 
other 
states," 
Kas- 
sem declared. "This friendship is 
above any kind of pact or treaty." 
The alliance with Britain, Iran. 
Pakistan and Turkey was "drawn 
up by a few people here in Iraq,” 
he said. 
"Though we have studied it, up 
until now we have been unable to 
get from those connected with the 
administration of the pact any de­ 
tails about the pact’s function be­ 
cause these details were consid­ 
ered secret and are still secret to 
us,” Kassem went on. 
"We are studying, and then we 
will make our decision. But the 
decision won’t be announced with­ 
out previous contact with other 
members. We want everything to 
be settled in a friendly m anner." 
Kassem asserted there would be 
no interference by Nasser in Iraqi 
affairs.

today that the first attempt to put 
up a lunar satellite could come 
as early as next week. 
Johnson told a reporter that the 
Defense Department hopes to de­ 
cide this week on the date. 
The director of the department's 
A d v a n c e d Research Projects 
Agency added that the date would 
he decided upon about five days 
in advance of the actual launch­ 
ing attempt. 
This would conform closely with 
estimates of persons close to the 
lunar 
probe 
program 
that 
the 
earliest launching date under con­ 
sideration was Aug 
15, and that 
the most likely dates would he 
Aug. 17-19 


A major goal of the attempt is 
to get pictures of the hidden side 
of the moon — not to hit the moon 
itself. 


Johnson said that if the shot is 
completely successful, the probe 
will orbit several times around the 
moon 
He emphasized that many 
things could prevent success of 
this first experimental shot. 
Johnson also disclosed for the 
f.rst time that the lunar satellite 
probably would be cylindrical in 
shape. He said that with its in­ 
struments it would weight 50 to 60 
pounds. 


He explained that several lunar 
satellites have been built at the 
Naval 
Test 
Center, 
Inyokern, 
Calif , of various shapes and de­ 
signs — "and we’ll take one off 
the shelf " 
The 
lunching rocket will 
in­ 
sist of a Thor intermediate range 
ballistic missile, and the second 
and third stages of the Vanguard 
satellite rocket. The third stage, 
however, is of a hitherto untried 
solid 
propellant 
design, 
more 
powerful than the third stages of

Tho satellite, housed in the nose 
of the final stage, will contain 
a television-type scanning device 
with a gyroscope to keep it aimed 
constantly at the moon.

Hints Seen 


Of New Round 


Of Inflation 


Bond Prices Decline, 
Stocks Climb; Traders 
Said Disturbed Now

NEW YORK (AP) - The U S 
Treasury’s 
financing 
problems 
and a growing belief that a new 
round of inflation is starting have 
brought the yield on bonds today 
strikingly close to that on stocks 
That is, bond prices have gone 
down, making a return on their 
fixed rates higher if bought today 
And stock prices have gone up 
while 
corporate 
earnings 
were 
falling 
and 
dividend 
payments 
were mostly static or dwindling, 
making a return on stocks at to* 
day’s prices smaller. 
Traders in stocks and bonds are 
disturbed both over the growing 
belief that inflation is inevitable 
and over possible effects on the 
money market of the steps that 
the Treasury, aided by the Fede­ 
ral Reserve System, may have to 
take in the months ahead to fi­ 
nance the growing federal debt. 
At first the U.S. bond market’s 
troubles were blamed on specula­ 
tors who bought on slip margins 
hoping for a quick kill. When the 
price of newly issued government 
securities, which they had thought 
were priced 
below 
the 
market, 
went down instead of up, they 
were forced to sell at a loss, fur­ 
ther upsetting the market.’ 
But some observers are looking 
for more far reaching causes than 
the speculator’s getting burnt fing­ 
ers. 
They cite the Treasury’s sub­ 
sequent refunding of a little more 
than 16 billion dollars of matur­ 
ing government securities. The re­ 
turn on the new offering seemed 
right, but the Treasury says that 
holders of around 2 % billion dol­ 
lars asked for cash Instead. This 
was 17 per cent of the total.

U.S Government bonds are the

Teamsters Eye 


Sears Roebuck 


Organization Drive 
Planned by Big Union 


WASHINGTON (AP) - James 
Hoffa’s giant teamsters union is 
quietly 
mapping an organization 
drive aimed at the biggest mer­ 
chandiser of them all: Sears Roe­ 
buck and Co. 


So far, the teamsters have talk­ 
ed only in general terms about 
this dri'e. Organizing efforts, they 
say, will start at different times 
in various places this fall on the 
initiative of state officers. 
But a 44-page booklet detailing 
Sears’ operations has been distri­ 
buted privately to teamster locals 
concer ted with Sears. The booklet 
frankly concedes that Sears won’t 
be easy to organize, 
As an example of the job ahead, 
the booklet shows that in Ohio 
alone Sears has warehouses and 
retail stores in 32 cities. In con­ 
trast, the teamsters have locals in 
only four Ohio stores: one each in 
Canton and Akron and two stores 
in Cleveland. 
Even in those places, Sears em ­ 
ployes are by no means fully or­ 
ganized by the teamsters. Ware­ 
house employes, for instance, are 
teamsters in the Canton and Ak­ 
ron stores and in one of the Cleve­ 
land stores. 
On the other hand, the second 
Cleveland store has only its garage 
employes in the union. None of the 
Sears sales clerks and office work­ 
ers in Ohio belong to the team ­ 
sters. 
As the booklet outlines it, the 
two principal points that will make 
it tough to organize Sears 
are 
these: (I) Sears’ general practice 
of meeting prevailing wages and 
working condition and (2) a high­ 
ly successful profit sharing plan. 
This profit plan, says the booklet 
is a combination pension and sav­ 
ings arrangement that has result­ 
ed in some amazing cash benefits 
for some Sears employes. 
Both 
company and employes contribute. 
“ Many employes have accumu­ 
lated 40 to 50 thousand dollars in 
the plan and one man who worked 
40 years 
accumulated $538,000,” 
the teamster booklet says.

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United Nations on Trial Before W orld 
Laff-A-Day 


Right now the United Nations is on 
trial. 
Soon it will be determined whether it is 
simply a “debating society," as some 
critics claim, or a definitely effective 
agency for the protection of smaller na­ 
tions and preservation of world peace. 
If the U.N. fails to meet its responsibil­ 
ities in connection with the Near E a s t 
situation it will not be surprising to see it 
go the way of the old League of Nations 
after World War I. 
In spite of some recent actions, opin­ 
ions and efforts, no one can tell what may 
happen with explosive suddenness in the 
Near East. At best the situation there is 
extremely serious. 
The rapidity of events such as the ov­ 
erthrow of the government of Iraq, the 
calls for help against reported aggres­ 
sion tactics by Lebanon and Jordan, the 
sending of American Marines into Leb­ 
anon and British soldiers to Jordan, all 
have far - reaching possibilities. 


President Eisenhower apparently rec­ 
ognized all this when he pointed out that 
the critical state of developments could 
mean a war of the Korean type or possi­ 
bly a dreaded World War Three. 
It was generally agreed by U. S. con­ 
gressional leaders that, under present 
conditions and past commitments, Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower had no other choice in 
the firm step he took. Former Presidents 
Hoover and Truman stated this view. 
Latest reports seem to indicate there 
has been a clearing up, to a degree in the 
Lebanon situation. Many doubt that Rus­ 
sia will send troops into the Near East, 
but there can be no certainty as to this. 
If any actual fighting develops it is to 
be hoped that other members of the 
United Nations will be more cooperative 
than they were in Korea where, aside 
from South Kore a n forces, American 
troops did 98 per cent of the fighting, and 
American taxpayers did 99 per cent of 
the paying.

Diet and Health PremenstruQl Tensi0" 
A ffects Family, Too

HUSBANDS are victims of 
premenstrual tension, too. In 
fact, in many cases the whole 
family suffers. 
Principal symptoms of this 
repeated 
troublesome 
occur­ 
rence which affects an estimat­ 
ed 30 to 40 per cent of men­ 
struating women are hair-trig­ 
ger temper, depression, irrita­ 
bility, aggressiveness, hostility, 
feelings of guilt and disturbing 
changes in sexual desire. 
Disturbing Factor 
Although no reliable study 
has been made on the subject, 
It seems pretty obvious that 
premenstrual tension can be a 
disturbing factor in the home. 
And, I’m sure, it is the under­ 
lying cause of many divorces. 
Husbands, In most cases, just 
don’t understand these abrupt 
changes in personality many of 
their wives go through ow* a 
month. 
Instead of being sympathetic, 
they adopt a hostile attitude, 
too, and when a tensed-up wife 
sounds off about something, the 
old man is right there, ready 
and willing to do battle. 
Whole Family Suffers 
In any such conflict, both hus­ 
band and wife suffer. Natural­ 
ly, the children come in for 
more than their share of abuse 
as a result 
That’s why I say the husband 
and children are victims of pre­ 
menstrual tension Just as much 
as the woman who Is undergo­ 
ing the strain. 
There are two solutions as I 
see i t Generally, I recommend 
both, because they augment 
each other. 


First, doctors do have medi­ 
cal help available for women 
suffering premenstrual tension. 
Some of the tranquilizers have 
provided pronounced relief. So 
if a woman in your household is 
bothered by these symptoms, 
make sure she sees her doctor. 
Now, a piece of advice for 
you husbands. 
Husband Must Understand 
You must learn to understand 
these periods of aggressiveness 
and moodiness your wife adopts 
periodically. 
True, even we doctors don't 
know too much about these dis­ 
turbing periods. But we do 
know that the personal suffer­ 
ing of many of theae women is 
very intense. 
Thus, you must adopt a sym­ 
pathetic and understanding at­ 
titude toward these outbursts 
of temperam ent You must learn 
to live with them, although lf 
a woman seeks medical help, 
they often will be relieved con­ 
siderably or even eliminated.

WASHINGTON (AP)—American 
treaties with other countries cir­ 
cle the globe but the latest com­ 
mitment — to the Baghdad Pact 
— can by itself be a stumbling 
block to any real settlement in 
the Middle East. 
The United States helped create 
the Baghdad Pact - which was 
born in 1955 — but has avoided 
becoming 
an 
outright 
member. 
The members were Britain, Tur­ 
key, Iran, Iraq and Pakistan. 
All but Britain lie across the 
.southern Soviet frontier. The pur­ 
pose was to unite them in a mu­ 
tual defense agreement against 
any Soviet attack. It would also 
serve as a military wall against 
Soviet mvasion of the Middle East. 
We supplied arms to the pact 
countries, but stayed out of actual 
membership. Then the July revolt 
in Iraq all but ended that nation’s 
participation. It probably will pull 
out. This brought the whole ar­ 
rangement to the edge of disaster. 
To avoid collapse of the pact 
Secretary 
of State 
Dulles 
last 
week signed an agreement com­ 
mitting the United states to de­ 
fense of Iran, Turkey and Pakis­ 
tan. This in effect made the Unit­ 
ed States a full-fledged partner, 
although still technically not a 
member. Thus the wall against 
the Soviet Union was preserved. 
Presumably the United States 
could move into any one of the 
pact countries to preserve their 
pro-Western governments from in­ 
ternal overthrow, if requested to 
do so, just as the United States 
moved into Lebanon upon request. 
What will be the effect of Amer­ 
ican partnership in the pact? It 
can be stated on excellent author­

By WILLIAM L. RYAN 
AP Foreign News Analyst 
Scholarly young Arab intellec­ 
tuals speak in clear, clipped Brit­ 
ish accents of the coming rout of 
the Western foreigner. 
Well heeled young sheiks in im­ 
maculate white robes and kaffi-

sullen 
protests 
against the feudalism which is the 
source of their wealth. 
Palestine refugees cling to their 
Un roofed shacks and dream of 
revenge. 
And all look speculatively to­ 
ward Cairo. For the present, at 
I any rate, Carnal Abdel Nasser is 
: their hero. 
This is not because he is Gamal 
Abdel Nasser. It is because they 
are in search of a hero. Nasser 
will do until a better one comes 
: along. 
Nasserism 
is 
something 
I which grew out of i n t e mational 
events, 
inexorably 
pushing 
the 
Arabas into violently defensive at­ 
titudes. But Nasserism need not be 
the only way out for them. 
In 
fact, 
Nasser 
already 
has 
passed one peak of popularity in 
the Arab East. The United Arab 
Republic’s president still has cnor- 
mus potential for good or mis­ 
chief. But developments this year 
have cooled the ardor of some of 
I his followers. 
It is for the West now to recog­ 
nize that Nasser is only a symbol 
to most nationalists. His appeal 
is to a small but powerful intellect 
| tual class which blames the West 
for its woes. It sees Nasser as 
a symbol of reviving Arab power 
which one day will crush imperi­ 
alism and colonialism. It blames 
| these for its sense of inferiority 
i and backwardness in a modern 
work*. 
Nasser has a spur to revolution 
in Iraq. But this did not neees- 
) sarily mean Iraqis in the future 
would follow him blindly. They 
won t, if they have s o fit c t h mg 
more promising to follow 
Nasser is the goad to revenge 
among Palestine refugees. Mmy 
i o' the half million of these in Jor 
can have moved into the ooun 
i try’s economic mainstream and 
with their education and business 
knowhow 
are 
flourishing. 
They 
can educate their children now 
and keep their families *ell. But 
; they cling to that United Nations 
! refugee card and stay doggedly 
in their awful hovels, because to 
give up either would be to sur 
I render their claims to revenge 
I against Israel 
1 
Even these will not follow Nas­ 
ser blindly. They follow him so 
long as he represents their hopes 
for revenge. 
The sleek young sheiks admire 
Nasser for the moment. Their ad­ 
miration stems from fury at the 
spectacle of their own count)ie- 
! still mired in centuries old feudal 
I backwardness in the midst of oil 
! riches. 
I talked with representatives et 
all these groups—m Iraq, in Saudi 
Arabia, in fabulously wealthy Ku­ 
wait, in Egypt Everywhere it was 
Nasser the symbol rather than 
Nasser the man — the solitary 
beacon in what to the young ta- 
J tellectua! was a sea of darkness. 
In the sun-scorched British pro- 
! tectorate of Kuwait, these young 
I men live in a luxury unheard of 
in other Arab areas. Yet they are 
unhappy.

I they told me, they want Arab na­ 
tional self respect, lf Nasser rep­ 


resented that, they would follow 
him. 
Goaded 
by

Egyptians, Palestinians and Syri­ 
ans now citizens of their country, 
the young Kuwaitis seemed per 
fectly willing to sacrifice some of

Jersey Governor Needles 


GOPatCincinnati Rally 


CINCINNATI (AP)—Gov 
Rob 
ert B. Meyner of New Jersey has 
roasted what he called the Re­ 
publican “Cult of the individual” 
and preached some practical party 
politics at the start of a coast-to 
coast speaking tour. 
Meyner, on a trip that is full 
of rumors about prospects of the 
Democratic nomination for presi­ 
dent, Monday night gave some 
party workers this advice: 
Go after the independent voter— 
who “still holds the balance of 
Power.” 
Meyner said, “Tell him it is pos­ 
sible to be a Democrat and to be 
an independent person. It is even 
possible, although less likely, to 
vote Republican and be independ 
ent.” 
The 50-year-old governor left to­ 
day for Springfield, IIL, on the 
second leg of a nine-state spreakmg 
tour His main stops are in popu­ 
lous states — That could swing a 
presidential nomination in I960. 
Meyner told 
Hamilton County 
Democrats Monday night that in­ 
dependents. like Democrats, lie 
lie vc rn progress 
“Therefore the independents will 
find more comfort and protection 
under the 
Democratic umbrella 
than in the rear trenches of the 
old guard,” he said. 
The governor scored what he 
called “a relatively new pressure 
group which was hauled into the 
political arena for the purpose of 
molding public opinion They have 
been described as Madison Avenue 
manipulators.”
